TOKYO, Dec. 13.—(Sunday)— 
(AP)—Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek, hitherto all-powerful military 
and administrative head of the Chi- 
nese state, was a prisoner today at 
Sian-fu, capital of Shensi province, 
of mutinous troops commanded by 
Marshal Chang Hsiao Liang, one- 
time warlord of Manchuria, said 
Domei (Japanese) news agency dis- 
patches from Shanghai and Nan- 
king. 

Domei said the Chinese foreign 
office at Nanking officially admit- 
ted that the generalissimo was ‘‘de- 
tained” by mutineers. With him 
were captured several of his high- 
est generals. 


(At Nanking, Chinese authorities 
unreservedly admitted the general- 
issimo was being held prisoner. 

Detention of the powerful leader, 
the Nanking government declared, 
faced them with one of the gravest 
crises in the history of China’s na- 
tionalist movement. . 

In an all-night session there the Chi- 
nese government's highest authorities 
dismissed Marshal Chang from all of- 
ficial positions, 

They threatened to launch a_ mili- 
tary drive against the “young mar- 
shal,” who was charged with treachery, 
unless he released his captive immedi- 
ately and submitted unconditionally 
to Nanking’s orders. 

Marshal Chang, Jeader of the up- 
rixing, said Domei, issued a circular 
telegram demanding, first, immediate 
military operations against Japan; 
second, restor..tion of Manchuria to 
China: third, reacceptance by the Chi- 
nese government of the policy of the

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 12.—(#)— 
Two projects for peace, security and 
non-intervention in the western world, 
unanimously sponsored by representa- 
tives of all 21 American republics, 
speeded through an_ inter-American 
conference committee tonight toward 
final approval by the full confer- 
ence Tuesday.

What everyone wants to Know now 
is what Mr. Roosevelt is going to 
do. I am convinced no one knows that, 
including Mr. Rooseyelt, but at the 
fame time, there are certain discern- 
ible trends which are distinct out- 
growths of the election and which 
are as sure and certain to come as 
next summer's heat. The first and 
dominant, all-controlling movement 
stepped up hy the election is that to- 
ward the federalized state. 

Farmers Want U. 8S. Control. 

You can see that trend best in the 
change of attitude which is quietly 
developing among the professional 
thinkers in charge of Mr. Roosevelt's 
farm program.

Their fundamental, basic policy in 
combating the depression was to cre- 
ate a fictitious govermental purchas- 


ing power ‘» carry business through; 


and to bestir the currents in the stag- 
nating money reservoirs. This ten- 
dency will continue. I do not mean 
to say that the gigantic relief expen- 
ditures and public works outlays of 
the past few years will continue at 
their old rate. That rate was accel- 
erated to meet an emergency condition 
of unemployment and relief. 

What will continue is the basic the 
ory of heavy taxation upon people 
who have money and who are making 
money in order to distribute these 
tax revenues to other people who are 
in need of money and will spend it as 
soon as they get it. That is, no re- 
lief from the current rates and poli- 
cies of taxation can be expected any- 
time soon. Indeed, there may be larg- 
er taxes on the higher incomes during 
the next few years. 

It is not just a question of revenue 
with the New Deal. It is a question 
of social reorganization, a by-product 
of Huey Long's old theory of redis- 
tribution of wealth. They are bent 
on redistributing income and they are 
going about it in an efficient way. 
The New Dealers consider it to be ad- 
visable and necessary, not only for so- 
cial reasons, but for political and 
economic ones as well. They look at 
it this way: It i a good thing for 
the government to take a substantial 
um away from the successful, the 
well-to-do and the very rich, and give 
it to the needy, the stupid and the 
lazy, because it raises the standard of 
living of the lowest income ‘group. It 
is a measure of social justice. 

Security Against Radicalism. 

But they also consider that it is the 
economic thing to do because the rich, 
the well-to-do and the successful would 
only invest their money or save it, 
and not put it into general circulation, 
whereas the low income recipients of 
it will spend it immediately and there- 
by guarantee that constant circula- 
tion of a vast sum of money in the 
aid of business and commerce. It is 
likewise the political thing to do, from 
their standpoint, because they consider 
the country to be in a state of unrest, 
and in a way their contributions to

Beyond that, two desires are upper- 
most in Mr. Rousevelt’s mind at prés- 
ent, in my opinian. One is peace, and 
the-other ig a national system of mini- 
mum wages and maximum hours. The 
present neutrality law is little more 
than a pious, but unsubstantial, hope. 
The publie- may not realize it, but l 
am sure Mr, Roosevelt does. 

I believe he will work when he gets 
back to the United States to develop 
a real neutrality law which carrics 
some guarantees as well as hopes that 
the United States can remain out of 
the clash which is inevitable sooner 
or later in Europe. He will probably 
do it by increasing his range of power 
to restrict commercial and financial 
entanglements with Europe while try- 
ing to develop Latin American mar- 
kets as a substitute. The recently 
proposed treaty at the Pan-American 
conference will undoubtedly furnish 
his basis of action. 

No Wage Amendment. 

On the matter of hours and wages, 
his plans are not fully formulated, I 
do not believe there is a chance in 
the world that he will undertake a 
constitutional amendment, and I do 
not believe that Mr. Roosevelt now be- 
lieves there is any law which could be 
passed by congress to establish a fed- 
eral control over hours and wages in 
any effective or practical way. : 

What I believe he will do is to have 
congress pass a few minor laws which 
will encourage the union labor move- 
ment to take over the fight and be 
governed in his own development of 
policy by the coming decisions of the 
supreme court in the Wagner labor 
bill and the holding companies act. 
That is, if-the court renders opinions 
in these two cases which open the way 
for federal legislation on the subject, 
I believe he might then attempt it, 
but not otherwise. 

As for social security, it is clear 
now the policy undertaken in the cur- 
rent law will certainly be continued, 
but the administration contemplated 
in that law certainly will not. That 
is, the theory of paying unemployment 
insurance and old-age pensions 
through taxes upon beneficiaries and 
employers is firmly established among 
the New Deal purposes. But the pres- 
ent law creates a system which most 
people in Washington will agree is 
apt to be inefficient and appalling. 
Some experts estimate that it may re- 
quire 700,000 persons to administer 
the act. Others believe the ultimate 
size of the fund in about 40 years 
would amount to the inconceivable to- 
tal of 42 billions of dollars, in the 
hands of the federal tresury. 

These are administrative difficulties 
which will have to be faced and 
changed during the next few years. 
The social security board, I under- 
stand, has already prepared the first 
series of amendments which will be 
offered at the coming session. There 
probably will have to be amendments 
to the law every session from now on, 
but I believe the theory and the tax 
will be continued. 


No Tax Changes. 


The trade treaty policy will also be 
continued.

All this is what the New Dealers 
intend to do. It is their program and 
their purpose, as near as I can mek&e 
it out from =. contacts and informa- 
tion. But will they do it? Can they 
do it for four more years? That is 
an entirely different matter. 

Heading for Boom. 


The basic economic and financial 
program was cunceived to meet a set 
of conditions which grew out of the 
depression. It was made to fit the up- 
hill climb. For instance, government 
spending is economically sound and 
justifiable only when it is needed to 
prime the pump, as Mr. Roosevelt 
used to say. But when the pump is 
already primed and begins pumping 
at buckets per minute, further 
priming will burn it up. It is like 
pulling the choke of your automobile 
out when the engine is hot. You flood 
the carburetor. 

Certain administration economists 
now figure that we are heading into 
a boom which will certainly take 
Place during the next two years. The 
Federal Reserve Board seems to be 
certain of it. Its powers to restrict 
credit by increasing reserve require- 
ments has already been exerted once 
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and arrangements are now being made 
to hike the requirements again. The 
board, in fact, seems to be thorough- 
ly disturbed by the prospects of a 
boom, with all the credit facilities 
now lying around loose, and is de- 
termined to offset it. 

_ But there is some question whether 
its machinery is sufficient. In some 
respects it seems to be holding the 
bag, a big balloon bag, you might 
say. The administration’s financial 
policies are pumping air into this 
credit bag, as well as are the gold 
imports to which so much attention 
has been called. The Federal Reserve 
Board is frying to hold the outlet 
at. the top of. the bag and regulate 
the outflow of air, letting out a lit- 
tle at a time. But the bag is getting 
larger all the time and harder for 
the Federal Reserve Board to handle. 

It is not necessary to carry on that 
metaphor to a conclusion. Everyone 
knows what happens to a bag into 
which the air is being pumped faster 
than it goes out, and everyone knows 
the simplest remedy. You must stop 
pumping air into the bag so fast. 

It seems to me to ge quite possible 
the New Deal program, formulated 
to meet social, political and economic 
conditions, will run contrary to eco- 
nomic conditions and therefore have 
to be changéd in the course of the 
next year or so. This. of course, would 
affect tax policy, but only secondarily 
because there is a matter of some 34.- 
000,000,000 of debt to be paid off 
sometime in the next few thousand 
years, 

There is another consideration with- 
out which the picture would be in- 
complete. War would upset all the 
economics, politics and social aims of 
the New Deal. Most worthwhile au- 
thorities believe war is impossible in 
the next year, although they are a 
little skittish about what will hap- 
pen in April, and they consider it to 
be certain sometime within the next 
four years. Of course, nobody knows. 

In relation to politics, there seems 
to me to be no situation on the in- 
side or out, worthy of early consider- 
ation by any businessman. Politics is 
adjourned for a while. It is true that 
Mr. Roosevelt’s 26.000,000 vote rep- 
utation was built up in a spending era 
of business improvement, that his 
technique in his second four years 
will have to change in many respects 
which may affect his popularity. 
There is trouble ahead for him. He is 
now the most popular president the 
country has ever had, but public 
opinion is a fickle wooer, as Dr. 
Townsend and Father Coughlin can 
testify. 

To date, in the month = elapsing 
since election, I think Mr. Roosevelt 
has won more votes than he did in 
the month of campaigning before the 
election. His wisdom in handling the 
véry dangerous possibilities of the 


post-election period, in my opinion,

Drivers’ Licenses. 

The establishment of the new de- 
partment would not divert the general 
assembly from its well-understood in- 
tention to pass a drivers’ license law, 
although it would result in two sepa- 
rate acts which in effect would be 
companion members.

VITICULTURE ADDS 
TO FARM BENEFITS: 


U. S. Will Pay $1 an Acre 
Added Allowance for Soil 
Building. 

Each acre of commercial orchards, 
vineyards and bush fruits on Geor- 
gia farms January 1, 1937, will add 
$1 to the _ soil-building allowance 
which may be earned by farmers of 
the state in carrying out soil-building 
practices, it was announced yester- 
day by J. D. LeCron, assistant to the 
secretary of the Federal Department 

of Agriculture. 

The announcement was contained 
in a teJegram sent to H. G. Hastings, 
chairman of the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce, and forwarded to Hender- 
son Hallman, president of the state 
chamber. 

“This is the first move on the part 
of the Department of Agriculture to 
encourage viticuiture—grape raising 
—and we will seek further grants and 
assistance from the federal govern- 
ment in the future,” Mr. Hallman said 
last night. 

‘Under our present program of 
100,000 to 200,000 acres of grapes on 
Georgia farma, it may be seen read- 
ily that even the dollar-per-acre grant 
would be of considerable importance 
to the’ state. ae 

“We contend that the planting of 
grapes will stop soil washing and 
therefore is a conservation measure. 

“With the ideal Georgia wine law 
protecting Georgia growers of grapes 
and the added federal assistance, viti- 
culture should hecome a-leading agri- 
cultural factor.”

BRITAIN, FRANCE PLAN 
TO SEEK END OF WAR. 

GENEVA, Dec. 12.—(#)—Unani- 
mously backed by the League of Na- 
tions council, France and Great Brit- 
ain will concentrate their energies 
toward bringing to a quick end the 
Spanish civil war, it became app2rent 
tonight. 

The general impression among 
League officials, after the council's 
adoption of a resolution urging a halt 
of the war because it endangers inter- 
national peace, was that .all nations 
concerned, including Italy and Ger- 
many, would rally in principle to a 
strengthened non-intervention accord 
designed to keep foreign soldiers and 
munitions out of Spain, and perhaps 
to the Franco-British mediation pro- 


posal, 
Justified Action. — 

The Valencia-Madrid Socialist gov- 
ernment, which appealed to the League 
after recognition of the Spanish Fas- 
cists, by Italy and Germany got the 
satisfaction of council justifying its 
action—while avoiding mention of 
Germany and Italy, the resolution de- 
clares the present situation threatens 
international peace and indorsed the 
Franco-British mediation proposal to 
the European neutrality committee at 
London. 

The resolution urges the committee 
to make efforts “as stringent as pos- 
sible and to take appropriate meas- 
ures to insure forthwith that fulfil- 
ment of said undertakings in effective- 
ly supervised.” 

And as the League agreed to seek 
isolation of the Spanish war, a new 
trouble arose—serious dispute between 
Turkey and France over Turkish Syr- 
ian border clashes.

Permits issued by the city amounted 
to $465,099 for the month, as com- 
pared with only $186,460 for No- 
vember, 1935, and $204,314 for Oc- 
tuber of 1936. 

The uumber of permits for Novem- 
ber was 246 while only 199 issued for 
the same month last year. October 
saw 272 permits given. 

Irom figures compiled by A. C. Me 
Daniel, assistant inspector of build- 
ings, it was observed that more than 
half of the amount of money repre- 
sented in the November permits was 
for alterations, remodeling and repairs 
on ‘downtown business houses, This 
totaled $226,000 in 147 permits but 
did not include $31,800 tor six new 
brick business buildings or $3,450 for 
three new frame business houses, nor 
$1,185 for five miscellancous erections 
and $3,685 for 27 furnaces, fire es- 
capes, elevators and signs. 

There were permits for 36 one-fam- 
ily frame dwellings, at an expenditure 
of $101,135; six frame duplex dwell- 
ings totaling $9,350 and two one-fam- 
ily brick residences amounting to $6,- 


Also included in the list were per- 
mits for a school at $51,874, one fill- 
ing station and garage at $5,000. 10 
private garages amounting to 6710; 
one church at $12,000, and one factory 
at $12,000. 

The total number of families to be 
housed was 36. 

Building permits have steadily 
shown increases for the last year and 
McDaniel said they were a good baro- 
meter of business conditions in the 
city.

ASSESSMENTS IN CITY 
$300,000,000 FOR ’36 


Board Announces Tax Totals 
for Year, Showing In- 
creased Figures. 


Ad valorem tax assessments in the’ 
city of Atlanta will total approxi- 
mately $350,000,000 for 1936, the 
board of tax assessors announced yes- 


terday. The number of tax returns, 
73,336, was 5,931 more than received 
iast year. 

Joe C. Little, senior tax assessor, 
said the assessments represented 
about $244,0090,000 on real estate, 
which is approximately the figure of 
1935, and $106,000.000 on personal 
property. representing a gain of near- 
ly $3,000,000 

Taxes on the assessments will bring 
(he city more than $5,175,000 revenue, 
about the same amount realized from 
this source in 1935. 


Though the number of returns and 
the assessments on real property 
gained, and the assessors succeeded 
in materially increasing the number 
of persons making street tax returns, 
the sum to be realized from taxes 
remains jn the vicinity of the 1935 
figure because assessments on real 
estate wére lower. 

The cuirent tax digest, as of De- 
cember 1, lists 64,506 persons, while 
S830 are numbered as defaulters, 
which shows a definite decrease in 
delinquent taxpayers. About 14 per 
cent of the assessments this year 
were put to fi. fa., representing ap- 
proximately $722,211, as compared 
with 19 per cent in 1935, 22 per cent 
in 1934 and 27 per cent in 1933. 
Decreaisng fi. fas. indicate better 
business conditions generaily, the as- 
sessors said.

He undoubtediy knew better than 
anyone else that such a marriage 
could not be while he remained on 
the throne.

Thie middle-aged man of several 
previous grand passions, and many 
passing affairs, says he found himself 
Bo dependent on the love and support 
of his 40 year old sweetheart that he 
no longer could carry the burdens of 
State without her at his side. So he 
rocked the throne of the world’s great- 
est empire and abdicated. He has Mrs.

This love drama of the ages has 
been such a sensational and blinding 
affair that it has obscured a lot of 
other issues. It is obvious to observ- 
ers that Edward has been playing a 
game of chess with his government, 
but perhaps only history will record 
just what sort of game it was. Was 
he fighting for more power, or was 
bis dislike of kingship the pawn? 

Edward’s deliberate challenge to 
constitutional usage, in refusing to ac- 
cept the advice of his cabinet in the 
Simpson case, certainly figured in the 
final solution, though that has been 
soft-pedaled with numerous fraternal 
addresses by Baldwin and others for

ley Baldwin had the hot end of a 
poker, and he undoubtedly was glad 
to be free of it. although the tragic 
manner of his release was something 
he would have avoided at all costs if 
he could.

Seen Behind Edward’s Abdication 


Editors Note: What hidden 
forces were behind the Edward- 
Simpson story of love and em- 
pire? DeWitt MacKenzie, world 
reporter, who met King Edward 
while he was Prince of Wales, 
and who has closely followed his 
career for years, tells in the fol- 
lowing story some of the back- 
ground.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—(4)—The

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Duke of Windsor—he who until a 
few hours ago was King-Emperor—hbas 
got rid of a throne he never wanted 


and has achieved the private life he 
always desired from the time he was 
old enough to realize what kingship 
involved. 

As Prince of Wales, Edward made 
it clear on numerous occasions that 
he desired private life and would 
much prefer that his brother,’ the 
Duke of York, take the throne. He 
once remarked that the Duke would 
make a better King than he—a sug- 
gestion which may have represented 
an effort to “sell” the idea. 

He used to put his arm about his 
sister-in-law, the Duchess of York, 
and refer to her smilingly as Queen 
Elizabeth. 

A jest? Only in part, because it 
could be inspired only by the belief 
that one dav she would come to the 
throne as wife of his brother, the next 
in line of succession. There was no 
particular reasom to assume that the 
Duke of York would outlive him, as 
there is only about a year’s difference 
in their ages. And the corollary to 
this would be that the Duke would 
mount the throne while Edward was 
still alive, as he now has done. 

A Hard Worker. 

This much must be said out of jus- 
tice to Edward—he always accepted 
his duties seriously and he made a 
successful Prince of Wales for the 
empire. He had hie reward for this 
in becoming the idol of his people— 
the most popular ruler ever to mount 
the throne. 

Also, when the fate he could see no 
way to escape thrust him onto the 
throne he did not want, he gave every 
indication that he intended to carry 
on. He promptly blossomed out as a 
real King—a leader of his subjects— 
who made it clear that he planned to 
have a hand in affairs of state. 

His ministers at first welcomed this 
attitude, and encouraged it. They 
needed a leader in these daye of top- 
pling monarchies. But as time went 
on ward reached out so far beyond 
what were considered his rights as a 
constitutional monarch that his cabi- 
net began to worry. They might have 
been afraid they had got hold of 
something they might not be able to 
handle. 

In view of subsequent developments, 
many are wondering just what was in 
Edward's mind. Only he could answer 
that. But the fact remains that, after 
demonstrating his determination to be 
the ruler, he placed before his minis- 
ters an impossible proposition—that

‘last night, Edward spoke of how his 


brother, the new King, was blessed 
with a wife and children. Baldwin 
is credited with having been trying 
for years to drive Edward into matri- 
mony and fatherhood. This was one 
of the things Edward was supposed 
to dislike about Baldwin. 

Edward just couldn't find a pros- 
pective bride until he encountered the 
married Mrs. Simpson. Then he asked 
Baldwin to give his blessings. 

If this love affair between these 
early middle-aged people is such an 
overpowering thing as it has been ad- 
vertised, it is one of the wonders of 
history. It is the more amazing since 
both Edward and Mra Simpson, be- 
ing mature’people of wide experience 
and exceptional common sense, must 
be perfectly aware of the possibilities 
militating against lasting happiness 
because of the circumstances’ sur- 
rounding it. Then why did they per- 
sist? Anyway it provided a vehicle 
for Edward's exit from his throne. 

Some opinion has it that the ter- 
rific price Edward paid for freedom 
makes if impossible for him ever to 
be completely happy; that his inner 
heart always will lie beneath the cold, 
dead ashes of a great trust which 
came to’him “by the grace of God.” 


He has, in the opinion of many ob- 
servers, damaged a throne which is 
the keystone of a mighty empire. Time 
alone can tell whether he has done ir- 
reparable damage to the monarchy 
and the British commonwealth of na- 
tions. Premier Stanley Baldwin, ‘in 
addressing the house of commons re- 
garding Edward's abdication, stressed 
the meaning of the crown iin thebBe 
words: 


“The importance of its integrity is 
beyond all question, far greater than 
it has been ever been, being, as it is, 
not only the last link of empire that 
is left but a guarantee in this coun- 
try, so long as it exists in that integ- 
rity, against many evils that have 
afflicted other countries.” 

Batdwin’s statement that the crown 
is “the last link of empire that is 
left”’ meant this: 

Since the World War the dominions 
have forced, recognition of their abao- 
lute sovereignty within the common- 
weath. They pay allegiance only to 
the crown; they deal directly with the 
crown; the British government has po 
authority over them. The independ- 
ent attitude of the dominions has been 
growing stronger constantly. Any- 
thing that damages the prestige of 
the crown, weakens that “last link.” 


Baldwin earlier in the week had 


indicated that the dominions were | 
one with the British government in 


holding that Edward's proposed mar- 
riage was unsuitable. The dominion 
governments have expressed no fur- 
ther views in the matter, so far as 
has been made public, but the Irish 
Free State has taken the drastic step 
of abolishing the office of governor 
general, the King’s representative, thus 
in effect achieving absolute independ- 
ence in the conduct of internal af- 
fairs. This is hardly a true gauge 
of the situation, however, for south- 
ern Ireland was headed in that di- 
rection anywey. 

The debit side of Edward’s freedom 
is very heavy. Leaving all else aside, 
he is to all intents a man without 
a country. Quite apart from the fact 
that many of his former admirers will 
no longer desire his company, bis pres- 
ence in England would be a possible 
menace to public security. No one 
thinks for a moment that he would 
try to cause trouble, but subversive 
elements might take advantage of the 
situation. The government. will want 
him to live abroad. é 

There is another aspect of the sit- 
uation. There is a host of religious 
minded Britons who believe that he 
was King “by grace of God.” No- 
body talks about the divine right 


of kings these days, but the king- 


ship is regarded by these persons as| 


a sacred trust which does not admit. 
of the intrusion of personal desires | 
that affect the state.

Stamp

CLEVELAND, Dec. 12.—(P)—A 
faded stamp of British Guiana, dated 
1856 and pretty generally labeled as 
the “world’s most valuable,” excited 
delegates to the American Philatelic 
Congress last week, although it was 
not to be found among the thousands 
of items on display. 

The interest in the British Guiana 
stamp lay in the possibility that it 
may be sold soon and pass out of 
American custody. <A group of col- 
lectors made plans today for keep- 
ing it in America permanently. 

_ James Waldo Faweett, of Wash- 
ington, secretary of the congress, said 
a proposal that the stamp collectors 
of the nation unite to buy the stamp, 
valued at $40,000, would be presented 
to the congress by Gerard Ten Eyck 
Beeckman, of Washington. 

Part of Estate. 

At present the stamp is part of 
the estate of the late Arthur Hind. 
Utica, N. Y., manufacturer, who died 
about a year ago. Anxiety over, the 
future of the item rests in the possi- 
bility that a collector from abroad 
may acquire possession in liquidation 
of the estate, Fawcett hid. 

“Under Mr. Beeckman’s plan every 
stamp collector would be invited to 
contribute—even as little as a penny,” 
Fawcett said. “We hope, however, 
for some contributions of $5.000 to 
$10.000. The stamp would be pur- 
chased and placed in the Smithsonian 
Institution at Washington.” 

Hind bought the British Guiana 
stamp in 1923 at an auction in Paris, 
disappointing a good many other phila- 
telists, including the late King George 
V. who wanted it for his collection. 
Hind paid $37,500 for it, Fawcett 


said. 
Histery Obscure. 

The stamp's history is a trifle ob- 
scure. It was lost for a good many 
vears. A British Guiana woman 
found it and gave it to her church 
because she couldn't afford a cash con- 
tribution. The church sold it and 
it finally came into the possession of 
Count Philip Von Ferrari. of Paris. 

The count was born in Switzerland, 
but became a naturalized Austrian. 
When he died. in Paris about 1921, 
he left his collection to the German 
postal museum and it was seized by 
the French government as part pay- 
ment for World War reparations. 
Hind bought the stamp at the auction

Only 
obsolete high-value stamps show up- 
ward trends. 

The reason is that most collectors 
who have been interested in stamps 
over a long period of years were able 
to obtain the regular issues on mail 
while they were current, except far 
the hard-to-get dollar values. 

Many new collectors ignore the 
regular issues entirely, and confine 
their collecting to commemoratives 
and airmail stamps. 

Christmas tip—if you plan to give | 
a collector friend stamps for Christ- 
mas, find out what he collects first. 

Nothing is more irritating to a 
United States collector than to re | 
i a packet of foreign stamps as @ | 
gift. 

Most collectors of foreign stamps | 
now specialize in certain countries, | 
and the recipient of a packet of for- 
eign emissions may have to search 
for a long time to find someone to 
trade with. 

If a foreign collector recefyes @ 
packet of good United States stamps, 
he ordinarily has no difficulty trad- 
ing them to advantage. Plenty of 
United States collectors are always on 
hand ready to relieve him of his 
American stamps in exchange for for- 
eign. 

In case of doubt, the safest thing 
is to give a packet of good United 
States commemorative stamps to a 
collector. Almost anything will do as 
a present for a child who has not yet 
become interested in stamps. It is 
best for the child to become familiar 
with the entire range of collecting be- 
fore he decides for himself the coun- 
tries in which he will specialize.

EDWARD ENTRAINS 
AT FRENCH PORT. 

BOULOGNE-SUR-MER, France, 
Dec. 12.—()—Edward of England 
eped tonight toward Switzerland to 
await the day next April when he 
can lawfully wed Wallis Warfield 
Simpson, the woman for whom he re- 
nounced an empire. 

Dressed in a long black overcoat 
wita brown fur collar and wearing 
a soft hat, he debarked from the 
British destroyer Fury which brought 
him from his native land after his 
radio farewell to his people last night. 

Five minutes before the train left, 
Edward came to the door of the train, 
waved friendly greeting to the crowd 
= chatted with the British con- 
sul. 

The onlookers were silent, however, 
as the once-King gazed at them with 
serious mien. 

Troops and mobile guards encircled 
the dock and the railroad station to 
hold back a crowd of about 100. 

The British consul] and a French 
police official boarded the destroyer 
to act as escorts to Edward, now 
Duke of Windeor. 

With Edward in his special cur- 
tained car attached to the train where 
his aide, Colonel Piers Legh, his see- 
retary, his valet and two Scotland 
Yard detectives. 

Car Well Guarded. 

Scotland Yard men and_ mobile 
guards posted themselves at both ends 
of the coach until the train’s depar- 
ture. 

Four big trunks and 26 pieces of 
hand luggage were brought by the 
ex-King, imposing self-extile after his 
abdication. 

Ironically, the railway station from 
which Edward departed today boasts a 
“Prince of Wales” room, named for 
Fidward when he was Prince. 


WILL NOT MEET AGAIN 
FOR FIVE MONTHS 

CANNES, France, Dec. 12.—(UP) 
Former King Edward VIII and Mrs. 
Wallis Simpson have agreed to re- 
main apart for five months despite 
their love, which Edward preferred 
to his crown, a member of the Simp- 
son entourage told the United Press 
today. 

“They have agreed mutually to re- 
main apart until the full divorce 1s 
granted,” the spokesman said. “Mrs. 
Simpson will not see Prince Edward 
during the next five months.”

Simpson normally will become abso- 
lute next April 27 unless the King’s 
proctor intervenes. By special dispen- 
sation the absolute decree might be 
granted earlier.

telephone police headquarters for aid.

Besides the Luger allegedly found 
on Forrest Turner, termed by Lieu- 
tenant McCrary as ‘one of the tough- 
est fellows in the state,” a weapon 
also was found on Colton, and the 
floor of the car revealed a powerful 
.38-40-caliber Winchester rifle. One 
of the other weapons was a .41-caliber 
Derringer. 

Besides the weapons, a variety of 
clothing, including overcoats of many 
types and color, were found at the 
house where the men roomed. In this 
connection, police said the cperator of 
the. rooming establishment knew 
“nothing whatever of the guests un- 
der her roof.” 

Although not linking the suspects 
definitely with any holdups, Lieuten- 
ant McCrary, in hailing the round-up 
as one of the most important in years, 
said: “We expect to clear up at least 
30 robberies in the Atlanta area, and 
will investigate these suspects in bank 
holdups in various parts of the state.”

SAMMY BAUGH'S 
ARM, FOOT STOP 
UNBEATEN RIVAL 


Great. Back Throws 
Touchdown Pass and 
Kicks Field Goal.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dee. 12 
Slinging Sammy Baugh and his T. 
C. U. mates put in a big plug for 
Rose Bowl prestige by knocking Santa 
Clara’s all-season winning streak high- 
er than two-cocked hats this after- 
noon. 

Forty thousand spectators saw the 
amazing All-America Baugh pass and 
kick the California Broncos into‘ sub- 
mission by the score of 9 to O as 
Santa Clara’s hitherto untied, unbeat- 


|en team finally toppled and fell. 


It was the deadly sniping arm of 


| Slinging Sam and his even more dead- 


ly toe that finally ended the Bronco’s 
dream of a perfect season. Baugh com- 
pleted 13 out of his 26 passes. In- 
cluding the shovels, and his big right 
toe plastered the ball out of bounds 
around Santa Clara’s 5-yard line at 
least five times. On other occasions 
his kicks ranged from 45 to 70 yards 
as continually pinned the Bronco’s 
deep into coffin corners that had no 
exits. 

Playing with a tired, well battered 
team, facing its 12th tough game, 
finest all- 


of wounded backs, had no running at- 
tack to help out his passing but the 
tall Texan had enough in his head, 
arm and foot to carry the day. 
RIFLES PASSES. 

Baugh’s passing and his own run 
picked up 68 yards in four plays 
for a touchdown in the second quar- 
ter as he whipped the final pass like 
a rifle bullet into Captain Walter 
Roach’s waiting arms. In the third 
period it was Baugh’s passing that 
swept the ball to Santa Clara’s 12- 
yard line as Dutch Meyer, a nephew 
of the T. C. U. coach, planted a place 
kick squarely between the bars. 

Baugh’s deft use of hand and 
wrist in flipping the ball, and his 
long, perfectly placed kicks astonish- 
ed the crowd and drew the praise of 
visiting coaches all afternoon. 

This combination also had Santa 
Clara badly baffled on play after 
play. Baugh used every type of pass 
and most of these were placed in his 
receiver's hands. 

As the first period ran along, Santa 
Clara had all: the edge in running 
power. but not enough to break down 
the Texans stout resistance with Wil- 
bert Harrison playing a star role. 
During this period Baugh began to 
throw in short shovel passes with a 
definite idea in view. He continued 
this campaign as the second period 
opened and he suddenly switched tac- 
tics. Having drawn Santa Clara in, 
he suddenly whipped a longer pass to 
Roach who chucked a lateral to Rob- 
erts for a 25-yard gain. Un the next 
play Baugh opened up again with a 
di-yard peg that came tv Koach on 
the enemy’s 1U-yard line. On the 
next play, Baugh, attempting anotb- 
er pass, found uno eligible receiver 
and this time he ran to the 93-yard 
line. His touchdown pass might have 
come from a rifle as it struck Roach’'s 
arms across the line. 

LITTLE DECEPTION. 

In tbe third period, after kicking 
out of bounds on Santa Clara’s four 
and five-yard lines, Baugh took over 
the ball again and fired another pass 
to Roach for 22 yards. Working the 
ball to the 12-yard line, Aleyer fell 
back for the place-kick that settled 
the issue beyced any doubt, leaving 
the last of the unbeaten and untied 
teams down with the big pack from 
coast to coast. 

Santa Clara’s attack this afternoon 
carried little deception and no par- 
ticular power. On the other hand, 
Santa Clara had no passer and no 
kicker to hold his own with Baugh, 
who completed one of the finest 12- 
game seasons any football player has 
known in years. He had able support 
from such aids as Harrison, Roach, 
Montgomery, Roberts and others, but 
it was Slinging Sam’s individual bril- 
liance that won and saved the ball 
game. That. meant the difference be- 
tween victory and defeat. He had a 
soft pass and a fast pass, a short 
pass and a long pass and he mixed 
these up with uncanny ability. It is 
difficult to say whether his passing or 
his kicking deserves higher praise. 

In the course of his 12 games this 
fall, Baugh completed 103 passes for 
1,178 yards and a big part of this 
time he was working with a crip- 
pled backfield that could offer little 
running help as a decoy or a threat. 

Standing six feet 2, weighing 190 
pounds, Baugh’s tall figure seemed to 
be all over the field. It was a great 
finish to a brilliant gridiron career 
on college fields.

AMERICAN BATS | 
BREAK RECORDS 
IN BIC UPSETS 


Appling ‘Takes Crown; 
Yanks Outslug Rivals 
for New Marks. 


By Earl Hilligan. 

CHICAGU, Dec. 12.—(4)—The 
1936 American league baseball season 
goes down in the circuit's record books 
as “the year of the big blast.” 

Batters literally ‘‘murdered” the 
ball from start to finish of the cam- 
paign, climaxed by the New York Yan- 
kee powerhouse explosion under the 
Giants in the “subway series,” the of- 
ficial league averages showed today. 

Luke Appling. of the Chicago White 
Sox, became the first shortstop to 
win the circuit batting championship. 
His .388 average was 10 points bet- 
ter than his nearest competitor and 39 
points better than the mark which 
gave Buddy Meyer the title in 1935. 

But Appling’s average was just a 
part of a wild hitting outburst which 
featured the race. Twenty-seven 
players—five more than in 1935—hit 
over .500. Twenty-four players scored 
100 or more runs, 18 drove in 100 or 
more runs, nine made more than 200 
hits, to mention just a few highlights. 
Another record was the 758 home-run 
total for the circuit. 

The Yankees. however, “stole the 
show.” In easily winning the pen- 
nant they left broken records strewn 
in their wake. Among them were 
2,703 total bases, 182 home runs, 995 
runs drive in and 1,065 runs scored. 
The Yanks collected 315 doubles and 
83 triples. | 

The Yanks staged a spree in May 
which toppled seven records. Tony 
| Lazzeri led the barrage which opened 
May 21, ran through a double-header 
‘on May 23 and wound up May 24. 
The team hit for the circuit 11 times 
in the May 23 nightcap and in the

Elizabeth Can’t Claim 
Titles of Wales, Royal 


LONDON, Dee. 12.—(4)—The 
ten-year-old heir presumptive to the 
throne of England will continue to 
be known to the public as Princess 
Elizabeth—neither the title of Prin- 
cess of Wales nor Princess Royal 
can be hers. 

Princesses of Wales are wives of 
the eldest son of the reigning mon- 
arch and England has had none 
since 1910 when Elizabeth's grand- 
mother, the present Queen Mother 
Mary, became queen consort of 
George V. 

The principality is not conferred 
on female heirs to the throne and 
the title will remain merged with 
the crown unless a son is born to 
the new King and Queen. 

The eldest daughter of the King 
usually is styled the Princess Roy- 
al but this title can not pass to 
Princess Elizabeth until her aunt, 
Princess Mary, the present holder of 
the title, dies.

Voters Favor New Deal 
For Nation’s Farmers 


Approve Loans To Help Them Buy Land. 
Farm Tenancy Now 42.4%.

: EW YORK, Dec. 12.—Just before he left for South America, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt appointed a commission headed by Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace to formulate a plan for reducing farm tenancy. 
The chief purpose, as defined in the President’s letter to Mr. Wallace, 
is to help farmers become the owners of land they now rent. The com- 
mission was instructed to report not later than February 1—a date which, 
in the opinion of Mark Sullivan, “suggests an intention to get legislation 
in the coming session of congress.” 
A survey of public opinion conducted by the Institute of Public 
Opinion indicates that few pieces of legislation would be more widely 


approved by the voters. 


The survey, which covered a typical cross-section of the voters of 
the country, was on the question: ‘‘Would you favor government loans, 
on a long-time and easy basis, to enable farm tenants to buy the farms 
they now rent?” 

The vote was:— 

Yes 83% 
No 17% 


Farmers were particularly in favor of the proposal.

Significance. 


Some historians consider farm tenancy one of the most serious agri- 
cultural evils of our time. They point out that the farmer who owns 
his land and tills it with pride and devotion has always been considered 
a ‘foundation stone’ of society. Yet nearly one-half of the farms in the 
United States are operated by tenants. According to the 1930 census the 
proportion was 42.4%. Agronomists think it is now much higher. 


Stuart Chase and other writers have noted that farm tenancy often 
leads to serious depletion of the soil, owing to the fact that tenants are 
careless about crop rotation, and indifferent to long-range soil husbandry 
since they do not own the land. 


Government action has heretofore been delayed by debate over meth- 
ods. Today’s poll indicates one line of procedure which, at least in prin- 
ciple, meets with widespread public approval. 


Around the Map. 


Most in favor of government loans for tenant farmers were southern 
voters reached in the poll. This is perhaps due to the fact that the 
percentage of farm tenancy is highest in the south. In Mississippi, for 
example, it is 72% (1930 census), and in Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, 
South Carolina, Arkansas and Texas it is over 60%. 

Farm tenancy is also comparatively high even in rich farm states. In 
lowa it is 47%, in Nebraska 47%, in Kansas 42%. The west central 
area, which embraces these states, came next to the south in voting for 
government action in today’s survey. 

Following is a table showing the percentage of farm tenancy by 
states, and the vote on today’s poll question. Note that even in states 
where tenancy is low, voters are overwhelmingly in favor of farm-tenant

‘Baby Derby’ Is Opposed by Voters of America

Only 2% in National Survey 
Want More Than 6 Children 


| By Institute of Public Opinion. 
ATEW YORK, Dec. 12.—A majority of Americans disapprove of the 
4 Toronto baby derby—whose leading contestants have had 10 chil- 
dren in 10 years—and believe that the ideal size of an American family 
is not more than three children. This is the conclusion reached by a 
study of public opinion conducted by the Institute among a typical cross- 
section of voters. 

Sociologists and population experts may scratch their heads over the 
results. The vote for most ideal family size is a tie between two chil- 
dren and three children, and together these choices accounted for nearly 
two-thirds of the vote. Yet, in the opinion of experts, two children per 
family would virtually be equivalent to race suicide. 

About one-fifth of the voters reached in the survey favored four chil- 
dren, while one-tenth thought five and six the ideal size. Only 2 per 
cent favored families of more than six children. : 

The question used in the survey 
was: “What is the ideal size of fam- 
ily? Husband, wife and (_ ) children.”

The next few weeks or months may be decisive in the history of the 
Supreme Court. It can still throw out remaining New Deal legislation, 
in spite of the overwhelming New Deal victory at the polls. Does publiie 
opinion favor curbing the power of the court? 

The following conyrichted story shows what a representative cross- 
section of voters think of the Supreme Court today and how much opinion 
has been influenced by attacks on the high tribunal during the past year.

EW YORK, Dec. 12.—In the next session of congress there is almost 
I certain to be agitation for a constitutional amendment to curtail the 
power of the supreme court. Already it is reported that a number of 
senators are organizing a bloc to fight for an amendment. If such a 
measure is passed, what chance would it have of being ratified by the 
voters of the nation? 

A survey of public opinion just completed by the Institute indicates 
that the chance would be slim. A majority of voters are opposed to any 
limiting of the supreme court’s power, to any tampering with its right 
to say “thou shalt not” to congress and the President. 

The Institute put the following question to a representative cross- 
section of voters in every state in the Union: ‘‘As a general principle, 
would you favor limiting the power of the supreme court to declare acts 
of congress unconstitutional?” 

Of every ten voters who expressed an opinion, only four, on the 
average, wanted the court’s power curbed, while six were opposed. The 
percentages follow:

Exactly the same question was put to voters by the Institute one year 
ago—in November, 1935. A comparison of the results shows that, in 
spite of events during the year, there has been no substantial change in 
sentmient. In the earlier poll 63% opposed limiting the court’s power, 
as compared to 59% today. In other words, the bitter attacks launched 
against the court after its minimum wage decision last summer, the many 
proposals for curbing its power, have decreased the court’s popularity by 
only four points. 

Precedent. 


Ratification of an amendment is possible only when widespread popu- 
lar support already exists. The amendment to repeal prohibition, for 
example, was easily put through because, as official referenda during 1933 
and 1934 showed, 71% of the voters approved it. But a supreme court 
amendment, as today’s poll indicates, would receive no such support. 


The only states where a proposal to limit the court’s power might 
possibly have support are those along the Pacific coast, the poll shows. 
Whereas voters in other sections were against the proposal by substan- 
tial majorities, tha Pacific coast states were evenly divided.

This survey represents public opinion only as of today. What of 
the future? Might the voters grow hostile toward the court if in the 
next few months more New Deal measures are declared unconstitutional 
—measures like social security, the TVA, the Wagner labor disputes act? 

A wide shift of public opinion is certainly possible. But the poll 
shows that if the past year is any criterion, a shift is not probable. Since 
the. Institute survey 12 months ago, the court has thrown out the AAA, 
the municipal bankruptcy act, the Guffey coal act, and ruled that mini- 
mum wage laws for women are unconstitutional. Furthermore, the New 
Deal received overwhelming popular indorsement at the polls. Yet opine 


would not meet with the approv- 
al of voters at this time. A rep- 
resentative cross-section was ask- 
ed by the Institute: 

“As a general principle, would 
you favor limiting the power of 
the supreme court to declare acts 
of congress unconstitutional?”

Survey 2 found an overwheim- 
ing majority of voters in favor 
of government loans to enable 
tenant farmers to buy the farms 
they now rent.

The voters are, however, in favor of one important modification in 
supreme court procedure. Last February, in an Institute poll, a mae 
jority expressed the opinion that the court should not set aside an act 
of congress by merely a 5-to-4 decision. Voters did not agree, however, 
as to what specific court majorities should be required. The largest 
or 7 to 2 as the minimum requirement. 

Some observers have suggested that any of the above changes could 
be put into effect by a simple act of congress. Indeed, a bill along those 
lines was introduced in the house last year. But most authorities think 
a constitutional amendment would be necessary. 

Chief Justice Hughes, when he was Governor of New York, wroted 
“We are under a constitution but the constitution is what the Judges 
say it is.’ That the present members could have sustained most of the 
New Deal had they wished to interpret the constitution differently, is 
the opinion of at least one constitutional authority—Professor Thomag 
Reed Powell, of Columbia University. 

In answering a supplementary question in today’s survey, a majority 
of voters expressed the belief that the supreme court should take 2 
more liberal attitude toward the New Deal from now on. The question: | 

“Should the supreme court be more liberal in reviewing New Deal © 
measures?”’ 

The replies: 

Yes 59% 
No 41%

Landon voters were opposed to it. It is interesting to note, however, 
that Socialists, i. e., those who voted for Norman Thomas in the last 
election, were much less in favor of a liberal supreme court than were 
the Democrats.

Palmer Sees Huge Expenditure 


For Slum Clearance in Atlanta 


Leader in Modern Housin 


g Development Says More 


Than 100 Million Dollars Will Be Spent Here 
Within Next 20 Years on Project. 


_C. F. Palmer, widely-known leader 
in modern housing development who 
has made considerable study of slum 
clearance, was speaker at a meeting 
of the Atlanta Association of Build- 
ing Owners and Managers recently. 

His study and observations on these 
subjects formed the background for 
his address, extracts from which are 
herewith quoted: ;

“Only large-scale operations are ef- 
fective. The government is the prop- 
er medium to use. No other agency 
has the resources to undertake it, or

Editur Constitution: In a recent 
article on the battle between the Moni- 
tor and Merrimac in Hampton Roads, 
March 9, 1862, the author writes: 
“Finally after five hours desperate 
battling the Merrimac puts back to 
Norfolk badly damaged and complete- 
worsted in the fray so much so 
she cannot come out to battle 
the following day.” 

The north wrote most of the his- 
tery of the Civil War.

They have only one complaint out 
at Techwood. They would like to 
see the city and the Public Works 
Administration get together and do 
something about the paving of Tech- 
wood drive, their main boulevard, so 
that operation of its buses can be 
started and settle the transportation 
problem. Until the paving of Tech- 
wood drive is accomplished’ those 
1,612 persons are bard pressed, climb- 
ing that lofty peak ceparating them 
from West Peachtree strect and ade- 
quate trolley facilities, several blocks 
away.

The buildings occupy but 25 per 
cent of the 25-acre site and are of 
fireproof construction with brick ex- 
teriors and stone trim in modified 
Georgian style.

ty, serviceable apron. See Figure 2. | 

If you use plain material, a clever |

a flower “growing” out of the pocket. | 
On a figured material a plain pocket 
and ties make a pretty contrast. 

Or vou can take the same founda- | 
tion idea and use a yard of some soft 
material, such as organdy. Round the 
lower three corners, add a contrasting 
ruffle about four inches deep to the | 
jJower half of the apron, and you have. 
a dainty apron for afternoon wear. 
Ribbon ties are effective on this, or 
ties of the material edged with a nar-.

A handsome black marble buffet 
graces one side, over which is 
hung a mirror on which is painted 
a realistic Chinese scene. 


The chartreuse and magenta 
motif is also pronounced in the 
living rogm’s furnishings, al- 
though the walls and beamed ceil- 
ings are painted an off-white with 
sage green introduced by a divan 
and two large arm chairs uphol- 
stered in this rich color. A Chi- 
nese chartreuse rug of velvet 
covers the floor and magenta col- 
ored wool and satin draperies out- 
line the windows. The Chinese 
motif is further expressed by a 
white carved wooden divan and 
two similar chairs ornamented by 
dragon heads.

PLANTS—Set out roses, strawberry 
plants and all kinds of shrubbery, 
Japanese and Dutch iris as well as 
peony crowns.

suit. His actual five-diamond re- 
sponse therefore could be based on 
no, other holding than second round 
controi of both spades and dia- 
monds. 

With that knowledge South had 
only one other possible loophole to 
plug. There was a chance that 
North held the K x x of spades, 
which might leave a spade loser in 
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the combined hands. Hence the re- 
peated asking bid in spades, now in- 
quiring into third round control. 
North’s positive no-trump answer re- 
moved the last doubt, and the grand 
Slam was bid in as nearly double- 
dummy fashion as the laws permit. 

No other system could possibly in- 
sure the success of a grand slam. 
Even if South should, by clairvoy- 
ance, find out about North’s filler in 
diamonds there would always be the 
specter of a losing spade trick. Other

International Bridge. 

In these troubled days, when 
shocking reports from Europe testify 
to the bitterness and bloodshed with 
which various forms of government 
are attacked or defended, the fol- 
lowing excerpt from the Bridge Mag- 
azine of Great Britain should strike 
a welcome, healthy note. Who 
knows but that contract should lead 
the way to saner, safer international 
understanding? 

“On the 5th and 6th of Septem- 
ber, 1936, a very important confer- 
ence was held at Paris between the 
delegates of the International 
Bridge League and Mr. Ely Culbert- 
son, as president of the Internation- 
al Contract Bridge Union, with the 
purpose to collaborate in the future. 

“An agreement was signed where- 
by it was decided that one interna- 
tional bridge league will contro! ail 
affairs of bridge. This reformed in- 
ternational bridge league wil] have 
a European division and an Amer- 
ican division. These two divisions 
are autonomous, but the joint in- 
terests, like rules, world champion- 
ship, duplicate laws, etc., will be de- 
cided by a superior council, consist- 
ing of five members of the European 
division and five members of the 
American division. The president of 
this superior council will be alter- 
nately, annually, a European, or an 
American, and its seat will be The 
Hague. 

“The first great event in connec- 
tion with this organization will be 
the world championship tournament 
to be held in the second half of 
June, 1937, at Budapest, when Mr. 
Ely Culbertson hopes that at least 
two American teams will compete. 
Mr. Culbertson has given a cup for 
this world championship.”

“The Last of Mrs. Cheney.’ By alternat-

Too, my friends have given me a 
great faith in human beings. One of 
the best friends I ever had was an 
electrician at the studio where I work. 
That was the finest job he ever had in 
his life. He was never out of overalls 
and few Knew him by any other than 
a nickname. Yet he was one of the 
most successful men I have ever known 
and a constant source of inspiration. 
Being an eiectrician at a studio repre- 
sented important work to him. He did 
it well and was satisfied. 

The majority of letters I receive are 
from the same kind of people. They 
are successful, happy people, contented 
with their jobs as secretaries, telephone 
operators, housewives and salesgirls. 


Tuere is no dif- 
ference between a star and a salesgirl. 
Nor in the degree of their successes. 
Having been both, I know. We all have 
the same ambitions, the same hopes. 
the same disappointments. Reading the 
letters from these friends has given 


me a philosophy of life which has more 
than once stood me in good stead. 

When I am inclined to be discouraged, 
I read the letters of a little blind boy 
in a Detroit home. He writes brilliantly 
and is intensely interested in Holly- 
wood. There is a possibility that his 
sight may be restored by an operation. 
He tells me all about it. What a thrill 
it will be to see a motion picture. But 
if his sight isn’t restored, he assures 
me that he is still going to be a great 
author. 

No one could read such letters and 
not be given courage and gratitude for 
so much more to live for. 

l enjoy particularly the letters from 
a group of girls who have a fan Club 
in New York. There are two hundred 
of them in the club and we correspond 
regularly. They send me gifts, a hand- 
kerchief or a book, and every Christ- 
mas | autograph new pictures to them. 
Little things, but out of them I get a 


great deal of pleasure, and I know 
they do. 
This, in a very true sense, is a fan 


letter to these friends. | Owe them a 
great deal.

» Matter what the identity of the mur- 


der victim, the fact remained that 
Captain Miller, who was well known 
in Cincinnati, had disappeared. He 
had left New Trenton without a 
word to any one, and without mak- 
ing any provision whatsoever re- 
garding the care of his home and 
live stock. It was not like him to 
do this. 

Miller, until his retirement, had 
made his home with his mother and 
sister in Cincinnati. Then he had 
moved his mother to an Indiana 
farm, where she had since died. 
His sister, Miss Flora Miller, had 
remained in the old home on Crown 
street, Cincinnati. 

It developed rather early in the 
investigation, that Captain Miller 
had amassed a sizable fortune in 
lifetime, mostly through stock and 
land speculations. 

Another development—Miss Re- 
gina Hulefeld, middle-aged, employ- 
ed by a Cincinnati sanitarium, re- 
ported that she and Miller had 
planned to marry in September. 
She said he had promised to change 
his will and make her his heir. 

Gardener Sintz had been the last 
person to see the missing man. 
Previous to that, he had been seen 
in Cincinnati on June 8 or 9, when 
he had called for his monthly pen- 
sion check of $70. And on the 10th 
an old friend, Walter Radina, of 
Pire Company 32, had visited him 
at his New Trenton home. Miller 
at that time had said nothing about 
any projected trip. 

The investigation veered from 
Cincinnati to New Trenton. Sheriff 
George Pulskamp, of Franklin 
county, visited the deserted house, 
and soon found evidence which in- 
dicated, at least to those who knew 
him, that Captain Miller had de- 
parted hurriedly. Although the ex- 
fire captain had always been a neat 
man who kept his home ¢lean and 
orderly, he had left a bow] of onions, 
some potatoes and other remains of 
a meal which had decayed. A bow] 
of apples and another bowl of candy 
had also spoiled. 

When this bit of information 
reached the Cincinnati authorities, 
Lieutenant George W. Schattle, 
head of the homicide squad, com- 
municated with Miss Flora Miller, 
the sister, who was 64, two years 
Older than the captain. Once a 
budding opera singer, she had ap- 
peared with the Walter Damrosch 
company in this country and abroad, 
singing under the name of Florence 
D’Ephia. But an unhappy love af- 
fair, it was said, had blighted her 
life and her career. 

Beyond any doubt, Miss Miller 
had developed into an eccentric. 
For 15 years after her retirement 
she had kept her bedroom locked 
and had slept on a board stretched 
between two chairs in the kitchen. 
She was never seen wearing modish 
clothes of any kind. Instead she 
favored her brother’s cast-off shoes, 
as well as his cast-off overcoats. 
Meanwhile, through all the -years, 
she treasured 15 trunks of strange 
costumes, piled up im the attic. 

Social workers in their reports 
termed her \“a large woman with 
pronounced masculine ways.” 

Even after she had been retired 
for many years. Miss Miller still 
followed the ways of theater folk# 
Invariably she would remain up 
nearly all nights usually studying 
race horses, and then sleep until 
noon or later. Her brother, in one 
of his interviews with social investi- 
gators, remarked that it was un- 
canny how she could “dope” horse 
races.

Thirdly, the sister pointed out 
that two toes on one of Harry’s 
feet were curled under from an in- 
jury suffered when a horse stepped 
on him.

And finally, she said her brother 
had a large birthmark under his 
left arm, heavily covered with hair. 
There had been no birthmark on 
the torso, and no hair on that part 
of the body. 

Deputy Bakes asked Heber Hicks, 
Flora Miller’s chauffeur, familiarly 
known as Jimmy Hicks, whether he 
thought the head resembled the 


head of the former fire captain. 
But he, too, seemed in doubt. He 
thought there was some similarity 
in the hands, and also in the lips, 
but he was inclined to string along 
with his employer.

HERE are four 
men in radio 


whom you can legitimately approach re- 
garding the emotions attendant upon 
being a matinee idol. Any one of them 
will probably froth at the mouth, then 
grin sheepishly before answering; but, 
just the same, Don Ameche, Bing Crosby, 
Rudy Vallee and Fred Astaire are it. 
They’ve been elected. 


The fact that they are it adds another 
gray hair to the grizzled brow of the 
person who tried to pigeon-hole the emo- 
tions of the American people. Never 
have the gals picked upon four more 
diverse personalities for the plums of 
their adulation. Hair that is curly; 
hair that’s straight. Gray eyes, brown 
eyes; blond, brunet; funny or serious. 
The only apparent qualification is that 
you must have a pleasant voice that is 
not a bass. 

Ameche, of course, 1s the only true 
matinee idol radio has produced. The 
one man whose work as a leading man 
in dramatic programs led to a pleasant 
movie contract. He has appeared in a 
couple of movies like ‘“Ramona’—you 
can remember the rest of them as well 
as I—but it is doubtful that he would 
ever have looked into a lens more elab- 
orate than those possessed by his own 
camera had he not been elected, through 
the romance in his voice, to the posi- 
tion of number one boy friend to a flock 
of girl friends he will never meet. 

Don is a little more than 28 years old 
—which brings up an odd point 1 shall 
elaberate later. He's married and has 
two youngsters—and though he’s never 
made a secret of the fact, it has made 
no difference to the countless women. 
Who have offered him their hearts in 
an envelope, postage prepaid. 


He DIDN’T know 
himself that he was a matinee idol until 
first a few, then many little gals began 
waiting for his Sunday afternoon pro- 
grams to sign off so that they could 
catch a flash of the Ameche smile and 
a sample of his handwriting. 

Those who know the gentlemen who 
cause the heart-throbs rarely take them 
very seriously in relation to the matter. 
Don’s friends were even unconvinced 
after the crowds began to tax the small 
hall outside the Chicago NBC studio in 
which the First Nighter then originated. 
And one wag, who thought it was all 
pretty funny, sent his name and picture 
to a matrimonia)] bureau. Don is still 
getting proposals through the mail. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Ameche are now 
a little puzzled, and a little grateful, 
for the strange letters which begin for- 
mally enough but end with unreserved 
declarations of devotion. 

And Don is friendly as all getout with 
women like the stenographer who came 
to Hollywood from Tampa, Fla., to meet 
him, and the dowager who came from 
British Columbia to see if her favorite 
was as nice as his voice. Don took the 
stenographer to lunch and talked for a 
long time with the elderly lady. 

And as for the Spencerport, N. Y., 
housewife who asked Don to stay at 
her house for his vacation. He wrote 
her, too, and told her that if he couldn't 
take up her invitation, he would at least 
follow, her advice and evade the lure 
of show girls.

voice, shy manners, curly hair. The 
nicest thing about his voice was still the 
fact that you could distinguish one word 
from another. 

Vallee is the only one who hus had the 
sort of life that would reaily distinguish 


him as a great one with the girls. The 
only one, as a matter of fact, whose 
various and sundry affections have sup- 
plied many and many a stick of type 
for the compositors who set up the 
various gossip columns. 


He didn’t do much after the fan mail 
started pouring in, either. It was 
mostly what others did to him. Men 
began deriding any word of praise ut- 
tered for Vallee, and women immedi- 
ately jumped to the defense, unlimber- 
ing the big guns as they did so.

He has continued both practices. 


Rudy grew up in 1932. Bylined stories 
on his love life ceased appearing in the 
tabloid papers and he imported four big 
guest stars each week to the radio pro- 
gram that had formerly starred his 
voice for three straight years. He be- 
came a showman instead of an object 
of adulation — but it didn’t make an 
awful lot of difference. The letters be- 
ginning with lots of reserve and ending 
without it still pour in; Vallee’s lateat 
suspected romance is still a tidy job 
for the columnist and the guy down in 
the composing room. 


Ir WAS when Valiee 


began changing from star to showman 
that Bing Crosby leaped into the hearts 
of the nation. That was in '32, as we 
said—and back in those days radio had 
a way of building up new personalities 
that only the best could withstand. 


Bing was one of the best. On Aug. 
15, 1932, the Columbia Broadcasting 
System put him on the air in a sustain- 
ing series that was heard six nights a 
week. Every time the young ladies of 
the 48 states turned on their radio, they 
heard the subtle suggestion of love, by 
courtesy of Bing. Husky, melodic, dif- 
ferent, that voice began to get them. 
And they set out to get him. 


It’s a funny thing about Bing, but he’s 
not the matinee ido] he was. It may have 
been his marriage and his very obvious 
delight in his family of three young- 
sters. But we don’t think so. It is 
more likely this: Several hundred thou- 
sand women began demanding that they 
be given the opportunity to see the man 
who possessed that wonderfully. r6- 
mantic voice.

They hired 
Bing. Bing made his picture and the 
women attended. They found, tnstead 
of a romantically handsome man, & 
rather chubby guy with a swell sense 
of humor and a splendid human way 
about him.

They went to love, they stayed to 
admire. The proof of that pudding lies 
in the fact that, since he has gone into 
pictures, Bing’s masculine audience 
equals his female audience. And. you 
will notice there is no longer anything 
lovey-dovey about his program.

Maybe not a matinee idol. Maybe so. 
But more likely to be one than not, It 
is his ineffable lightness—the effect he 
gives of moving just three feet above 
the ground all the time—that gets the 
girls and makes them listen to his 
rather casual voice and his reflective 
acting on the air. 

He’s not very tall and not very hand- 
some, that Astaire. They like him. Like 
Crosby, he's blond; and like Ameche, 
his hair is straight. But, of course, 
that doesn’t fit him to Ameche’s quali- 
fications, because Ameche is tall and 
handsome and his hair is dark. Vallee’s 
hair is dark, but it’s curly—and Astaire 
is too slim to fit Crosby's qualifications.

This guess, however, is a dart in the 
dark, for he didn’t mention it; just held 
the case in his hands al] the time we 
were talking. 

There is nothing of the “open book”’ 
about Charles Boyer. He thinks quickly, 
talks little and says a great deal. He 
is a student of life and students of life 
are likely to look through you and to 
find out you haven’t much to say worth- 
while and that you take a long time say- 
ing it to prove you have. 


As HE is something 


of a commuter between Paris, London 
and Hollywood, he finds himself moving 
quickly from scene to scene; from strike- 
tarn France and England to a politically 
torn United States; from a Europe hold- 
ing its breath for fear of war to a coun- 
try that finds itself happily emerging 
from a depressed state which at one 
time threatened to put it down and keep 
it down, 

He paints a picture of the interna-

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rapidly we cannot appreciate or com- 
prehend the fact that we are living to- 
day under a new and different dispensa- 
tion. Life moves at such a terrific pace, 
we fall into step with it all automati- 
cally, almost unthinkingly.

or sit in the grandstands watching the - 


players in the arena scoring a touch- 
down or kicking the nations around to 
suit their own purposes. 

“Results of the game may change our 
whole lives, but we are powerless to 
help it. France, as usual, is the core 
of the European debacle, but French- 
men are used to that; they have schooled 
themselves to hope for the best and not 
to become too excited when they read 
Lloyd’s has refused longer to insure 
against war.” ' 


Be ata time I talk to 


Charles Boyer it occurs to me that he is 
less of an actor off stage than any actor 
I know. He hasn’t a single mannerism 
of speech or gesture. His accent has im- 
proved tremendously since the first time 
I met him; he speaks English more like 
an American, despite his English wife. 

There is something of the scholar 
about him, as there well may be, for he 
is a Doctor of Philosephy, having been 
graduated by the Sorbonne. It was dur- 
ing his studies there that he became a 
student of life by living it. With Pierre 
Blanchar, the actor, whom you may have 
seen lately in the French version of 
“Crime and Punishment,” and Philip 
Herait, now a celebrated novelist, Boyer 
roamed the streets of Paris, watching 
people, observing their mannerisms, 
their facial expressions, their emotions, 
their reactions to the colorful life about 
them, 

The Left Bank, the Bois du Bologne, 
bookstalls along the Seine, sidewalk 
cafes, the Cafe de Paris, the Dome, the 
Rotonde, the steep streets of Montpar- 
nasse, Montmartre and private student 
parties in pensions—all these made a 
profound impression on their youthful 
minds. 


Charles Boyer: “The

When he speaks of the theater or the 
screen, Boyer’s topaz eyes, which are 
peculiarly mesmeric, brighten, as if a 


candle had been lighted in a dark room. 

“Since I last saw you,” he smiled a 
bit ironically, “I have made two false 
starts, both in ‘Hotel Imperial,’ which 
has not been made and probably never 
will be. The picture has kept me off the 
screen for months. After concluding 
‘The Garden of Allah’ I went to Paris 
to do a film, according to my French 
contract. When I got there I found the 
film was incomplete, with at least three 
weeks’ work left to do on it. I was due 
back in Hollywood for ‘History Is Made 
at Night,’ so I left film and script in 
Paris and returned here. That's the way 
pictures are made on both sides of the 
Atlantic, at times.” 


He NEXT spoke of 


the rapid rise of several American play- 
ers and paid sincere compliments to 
Gary Cooper and Clark Gable, whose 
work, he thinks, has improved almost be- 
yond recognition. 

“T used to believe young actors should 
be given unimportant parts until they 
had learned the business,” he said. *“‘Now, 
I’m not so sure, The screen seems to de- 
velop an entirely different type of act- 
ing and the technique is of much less 
consequence than the personality or a 
quality of that personality which is dy- 
namic or exciting. 

“Robert Taylor is an example of what 
I mean. People in the profession seem 
to think his career may be short-lived. 
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I doubt it. He has great talent and I 
believe he is a serious young man, who 
will improve just as Cooper and Gable 
have done. Young American actors, I 
am happy to say, are learning that act- 
ing is one of the most profitable busie« 
nesses in the world and they therefore 
are attacking it from the angle of 
achieving a lasting success.” 


M. BOYER's feeling 
about himself as an actor is revealed 
when he explains: “I don’t want audi- 
ences, to remember Charles Boyer; I 
want them to lose themselves in the 
character in the story. I am not im- 
portant, but the people I sometimes play 
are. The camera is a devastating truth- 
teller. If I have the slightest doubt as 
to my manner of reading my lines or 
expressing the inner qualities of a char. 
acter, this doubt is expressed clearly on 
the screen. I always feel, when I see 
myself in a film, that if only I could do 
the whole thing over, I should improve 
it tremendously.” 


Quietly, unostentatiously, Charles 
Boyer and his fair English wife, Pat 
Paterson, live a sane life in hectic Holly- 
wood. They enjoy themselves thoroughly 
and are anything but stodgy. Scores of 
books in both French and English, golf, 
tennis, horseback riding, swimming keep 
them entertained and physically ft, 
while their delHghtful friends in the 
United States, England and France give 
them the social] contacts they enjoy. 
Their house is charmingly simple, but 
entirely comfortable, situated on top of 
one of Hollywood's highest hills. : 

“Just so they don’t give me straight, 
romantic parts,” exclaimed Boyer in a 
parting shot, as he wrapped his scarf 
around his neck, preparing to depart for 
the family luncheon, which he tried very 
hard to make on time. “I’m afraid I’m 
not sentimental enough to have my hair 
curled and make love in the cinema 
moonlight!” 

Perhaps not, Monsieur, but I, for one, 
should love to see you try! 
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HE was little and 

_curly-haired and 
pug-nosed, and she was weeping loudly, 
there on the boat coming across the 
Channel from Catalina Island to Los 
Angeles. And the little girl’s mamma 
and nurse were hovering, and appeared 
to be fulfilling that child’s every wish. 


Finally the child’s cries rose to a 
crescendo, and she uttered one of the 
wpoiled-kid classics of the ages: 

“Mamma!” she yelled. ‘What do lI 
want ?” 

We took a closer look at mamma, and 
recognized a picture star! 

But we have to admit that that child 
was an exception among actors’ chil- 
dren. Most stars’ youngsters are not 
wpoiled, despite all their seeming oppor- 
tunities in that direction. 


Y er if there is 
any basis for the old-time belief that 
to spare’ the rod is to spoil the child, 
Hollywood might .be expected to pro- 
duce a bumper crop of Katzenjammers. 
For offspring of the public’s screen 
favorites are growing up an unspanked 
generation. The theatrical profession 
always has been a sentimental one, and 
with the opportunity given to actors to 
work in the movies and thus have homes 
and raise families like normal human 
beings, all the traditional sympathy is 
lavished on the youngsters. By and 
large, a screen star would no more lay 
a heavy hand on the tender portion of 
his child’s anatomy than he would turn 
his own back to the camera when the 
director orders a closeup. 


In spite of this, the children, the 
actors declare, are being disciplined, 
and each parent has his own idea of 
discipline, most of these ideas seeming 
both sensible and workable. 


_Most actors are bringing their chil- 
dren up in the country, for one thing, 
gr at least in some big, spreading vil- 
lage or suburb, like Beverly Hills or 
Brentwood or Bel-Air, or in the San 
Fernando Valley; and many of the chil- 
dren never see the inside of a studio, 
and hardly know that their father or 
mother is a star. This is one method 
of discipline—by causing the children to 
lead wholesome outdoor lives, away 
from any artificial, exciting stimulus. 


Another method of discipline is send- 
ing the children to public schools, as do 
Norma Shearer, ZaSu Pitts and others. 

Work and’ special tasks is another 
way of keeping them from being spoiled; 
and aiso limiting them in espending 
money, as well as the number of gifts 
they may enjoy. Strict nurses, too, are 
an aid, and these nurses further discip- 
line the children by teaching them lan- 
guages, such as German and French. 
Marlene Dietrich’s little girl speaks 
both languages. 


ONCIESRNING pub- 
lic schools, Joe E. Brown thinks that’s 
the place for children. So Donald and 
Joe, Jr., are both students at the Uni- 
versity of California in Los Angeles, 
and Mary Elizabeth Ann, aged 6, is in 
public grammar school. Katharine Fran- 
ces, 4, is to go to public school as soon 
as she is old enough. 

The Browns have brought up their 
children with emphasis on common 
sense in every way. The boys have had 
the training of the average man's son. 
They have never been encouraged by 
either parent to take advantage of the 
fact that their father is not only a 
public idol but a very rich man. Their 
allowances have been less than that of 
the average boy in families where there 
is money enough to allow for bicycles, 
cars. and sporting equipment. The boys 
have been taught to share with others, 
too. 

Both are being educated with the idea 
of making their own way. Don already 
has _had the initiative to have himself 
declared of legal age and to sign up 
with an advertising concern for contro} 
ef the use of his dad's likeness for 
comic strips and other enterprises.

Direc- 
tor John Stahl, casting for “Parnell,” 
looks them over, one by one, while a 
casting office man reads names from a 
little black book. 

“O’Brien?” he calls, and six men in 
the marching line raise their hands. 

“Which O’Brien?” asks one, “Dennis 
or Danny ?” 

“Tom,” says the man with the book. 

“Let’s see them all together,” says 
Stahl, and the.six O’Briens, in age from 
20 to 70, step out of line. All but one 
are chosen. 

“Better give them numbers so we can 
tell which O’Brien is which,” Stahl says, 
and the casting office man calls out 
more names: 

“Brent, Barnes, Barrett, Behrle, Car- 
lie, Carlin, Cosgrave, Custer,” he calis. 
“Fitzgibbons, Fitzgerald, the two Gal- 
laghers, Green, Hart, Herbert, Hughes, 
Hogan, Harvey, Houlihan, Johnson—” 

“Johnson?” says Stahl. ‘“‘Let’s see the 
Swede who looks like an Irishman.” ‘A 
lad with the map of Erin on his face 
steps forward. 

“I’m no Swede,” he says, “I’m Irish, 
born in Dublin: Me mother and father 
were born in Dublin and me grand- 
father came from Galway. Johnson's a 
good Irish name it is.” 
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Shera sa. nods and 

the man gets back in line. 
“Keegan, Keenan, Kelly. Kelly, Kelly, 
Lafferty, Mullins, Mayo, Meachin,” calls 


the voice behind the book, “McKee, Mc- 
Guirk, McGee, McHugh, McFetrich, 
O'Toole, O’Connor, O'Callaghan, O’Sul- 
livan, O’Brien one, two, three, four, five, 
O’Ryan, Ed Murphy, Tim Murphy, Dinny 
Sullivan, Al Sullivan, Buddy Sullivan, 
Captain Somers, Spiker.” 


On and on goes the list, until Stahl 
has looked at enough Irishmen to form 
an. American Sinn Fein. It’s a great 
day for the Irish in Hollywood, another 
in a series of great days. Erin has in- 
vaded the film capital and it has fallen. 

The invasion got its start, really, 
when Cliff Reid and Jack Ford decided 
to do Liam O’Flaherty’s play, “The In- 
former,” with Victor McLaglen and 
various good Irishmen. Dudley Nichols, 
also Irish, wrote the screen play. Ford 
was largely responsible, which is easy 
to understand when you discover that 
his name isn’t Ford at all. He was 
christened Sean O'Fienne and he speaks 
Gaelic as fluently as he does English. 
His mother came from the Aran Isles 
and all his other forebears lived in 
Ireland.

able. They went into a huddle and came 
up with Sean O'Casey’s “The Plough and 
the Stars.” And here the Irish came 
into their own. 


After giving the leads to Barbara 
Stanwyck and Preston Foster (who look 
Irish whether they are or not), Reid 
and Sean O’Fienne hoisted a green flag 
and in trooped the Abbey Players, the 
company which had given the origina) 
production of the play and had made it 
famous over the world. Many of them, 
even, had been in the Easter Week up- 
rising in 1916 which gave O’Casey the 
basis for his play. 


There are Barry Fitzgerald, Eileen 
Crowe, Arthur Shields, F. J. McCormick, 
Denis O’Dea and two former Abbey 
players who already have some fame in 
films, Una O’Connor and J. M. Kerrigan. 

Shields, who also acted as dialog 
director on the picture, was among the 
200 men who held the besieged Dublin 
postoffice for the six days of the bloody 
struggle. When the uprising broke out 
20 years ago, while England was 
harassed by war, Shields was about to 
become an actor. In his pocket during 
the siege was a contract. 

But it was many months before 
Shields was to step on a stage. When 
the uprising was quelled, Shields and 
the other survivors were captured. He 


spent several months in an English mili- 
tary prison. 


Denis O’DEA was 
too young to take part in the uprising 
of 1916, but he fought against the Brit- 
ish six years later, in the rebellion which 
finally brought freedom to _ Ireland. 
O'Dea, however, didn’t benefit much 
from the bill creating the Irish Free 
State. For 18 months he was in an 
English prison camp. 

While a prisoner he took part in his 


first theatricals, and there he decided to 


become an actor. When he was released, 
he joined the Abbey Players and has 
been with them ever since. 

Most of these players will appear in 
“Parnell,” along with all the other lrish- 
men in Hollywood. M-G-M delayed the 
picture, waiting for them to finish ‘““The 
Plough and the Stars” at RKO. And 
there will be Brandon Tynan, [rish actor 
and playwright who wrote and starred 
in “Robert Emmet,” in which Director 
Stahl made his first appearance as an 
actor many years ago. 

Others in the cast, not yet completed, 
are Pat Moriarty, Phyllis Coghlin and 
Neil Fitzgerald. Irish? Och, indeed! 

One of the first of the Abbey players 
to make a name for himself in Holly- 
wood was Dudley Digges, who is as 
Irish as the Blarney Stone in spite of

the fact that his most recent scrdéen ap- 
pearance was as a Chinaman. He played 
Mr. Wu in “The General Died at Dawn,” 
in which J..M. Kerrigan also appeared. 


Dicces began his 
career with the Abbey Theater when it 
was just being organized by William 
Butler Yeats. In those days it was 
called the Irish Literary Theater and 
operated in St. Theresa’s Hall on a side 
street of Dublin. Digges knew John 
Synge and was the first actor to play 
the role of Michael James O'Flaherty 
in “Playboy of the Western World.” 

Digges went on the company’s first 
tour of England and then was out of a 
job between seasons. 

“One day,” he says, “I was walking 
down by the College of Surgeons 

and who should I meet but «a 

friend of mine named Danny Bren- 
nan. I told him I was out of a job and 
he said: ‘Dudley, me lad, I know just 
the thing for you. Go down to the Shel- 
bourne Hotel and you'll find an Amerie 
can millionaire by the name of Mr. Rior- 
dan who's hiring actors to take back to 
America.’ 
“So I went down to the hotel, but not 


half believing the story Danny had told * 


me. But when I walked in the clerk 
took one look at me and without wait- 
follow the crowd upstairs.’ 

“So that’s how I landed at the St. 
Louis Fair in 1904.” 

Digges and a troupe of 80 players ap- 
peared at the Irish Village at the Fair, 
along with John McCormack, who was 
making his first trip to America. After

that Digges worked in a department 
store (which he didn’t like), returned to 
tne stage, toured England and America 
as manager for George Arliss, staged 
plays for the Theater Guild in New 
York. Frequently he has returned to 
Ireland for visits. 


On ONE of these 
trips he met J. M. Kerrigan in Dublin, 
and Digges took Kerrigan around to the 
birthplace of the Abbey Theater. Kerri- 
gan had appeared only at the present 
theater on Abbey Street, never in St. 
Theresa’s Hall. 

On the steps outside the old hall they 
found a caretaker, leaning on a stick 
and puffing a black pipe. 

“Is this the place where the Irish 
Literary Theater used to be?” Digges 
asked. 7 

“It ‘s,”’ said the man, and invited them 
in. He didn’t know either of them but 
he appreciated their obvious sentimental 
regard for the place. He started talking 
of the early days. 

“Molly Allgood played here,” he said. 
“Helen Maloney played here. Sean Con- 
nelly played here. Dudley Digges played 
here-—och, sure, they’re all dead and 
gone.” 

Digges sighs when he tells this, as 
though he thought the man might be 
right. But Digges is far from dead. He 
is in Hollywood, where everybody lands 
sooner or later—

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Alice Reinheart Hurries Preparations as NBC 
Demonstrates Progress 1n Field

it THE gigantic 
NBC radio cen- 


ter in New York City there is on display 
the first control board used for network 


broadcasting. It is « tiny affair and, 
although only 10 years old, looks as out- 
moded as an old car—the kind that 
shook the daylights out of you. 


Directly behind this ancient instru- 
ment is the control board used today; a 
magnificent piece of mechanism that 
reaches from floor to ceiling, hana- 
somely trimmed with chromium and the 


last word in engineering perfection. 
That old, decrepit pile of junk standing 
in humble concession to the new instru- 
ment signifies the great changes made 
in the past decade. It is a story in it- 
self, a ten-year saga of the fast tempo 
of radio. 

Improvements have not all been on 
the mechanical side. There is improved 
technique of production, time-saving 
creations, sound effect devices and the 
general caliber of modern-day programs 
to vouch for that. The ever-changing 
evolution of radio has even invaded art- 
ists’ technique and many of the 1926 
stars would have a hard time getting 
a job today. 

To insure themselves steady incomes, 
actors and actresses must be constantly 
on their toes, watching developments 
and keeping pace with the new innova- 
tions as they pile up. 

Sound movies certainly revolutionized 
the motion picture industry, but that 
revolution will be a drop in the bucket 
compared to what can be expected when 
television becomes a reality. Television 
will bring about the same confusion, 
and disaster will come to some and suc- 


cess to others. Those with the good 
looks will be in demand and the others 
—well, a big nose is a hard thing to hide. 


T eceviston en- 
gineers have plenty to worry about with 
all the intricacies of radio’s coming in- 
novation; but the present-day artists 
who want to follow their careers are 
also giving the new invention consider- 
able thought. An example of a smart 
little girl who knows what to expect, 
and is doing something about it, is Alice 
Reinheart, the petite and beautiful star 
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This is Alice Reinheart, heard 

over NBC on the Court of Hu- 

man Relations. She has carried 

out rigorous training’ to pre- 
pare for television. 


of the Court of Human Relations, heard 
on NBC every Friday night. 


Ever since Alice was a child piano 
prodigy in San Francisco she has been 
inspired with a will to succeed. She 
skipped her high school classes to re- 
hearse with the Guild Players, joined a 
traveling troupe, saw Broadway, Paris, 
Berlin and Broadway again. Then took 
to radio and radio took to her. She is 
considered one of the cleverest dramatic 
actresses on the air and plays a variety 
of roles, ranging from the “unfaithful 
wife” to the conven® girl. 

With an eye for the future, Alice’s 
pretty green optics are now planted on 
television and she can tell you plenty 
about the new invention; not the tech- 
nical end so much, for her interest lies 
chiefly in the phases that will directly 
affect entertainers like herself, 
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Alice has lost no time studying the 
whys and wherefors of television be- 
cause she wants to be all set when the 
time comes for her attractive face to 
flash on the screen. In her investiga- 
tions she has discovered there will be 
lots of trouble making a girl look pretty 
in the early days of television. The diffi- 
culty, engineers have confided, will be 
finding something to counteract the 
blinding lights that must be used to 
reproduce a human face. 


Texeviston eX- 
perts predict that only the strongest 
lights will be used in the studios—lights 
even stronger than Kleigs, those blind- 
ing mazdas of the movies. With these 
lights every feature of the radio artists’ 
face will be highlighted, which won't go 
so well for many of them. 

Even ae girl with Alice's natural 
attractiveness will have something to 
worry about, because strong lights have 
a way of distorting a person's physiog- 
nomy. Alice began experimenting some 
months ago, preparing herself for the 
first television tests, 


NBC shows you how a scene Is 
televized in its experimental 
studios. Elaborate lighting ar- 
rangements augment the bat- 
tery of cameras used to broad- 
cast not only sound but also 
sight through the air. 


The only tools she had to work with 
were her cosmetics, but evidently they 
were enough. 

“I mixed a dozen lotions,’ reports 
Alice, ‘‘smeared them on. my face, 
hoping they would tone down the pic- 
tures. At first I had no luck and photo- 
graphs I had taken under strong lights 
made me look like a ghost. But finally 
I struck on a formula that did the trick. 
The pictures, taken under the brightest 
lights, came out splendidly.” 


‘Tecevision en- 
gineers readily admit that one of the 
biggest problems to be confronted is 
space on the screen. There won't be 
very much room for large casts, and 
property effects will be almost negative. 

“Which means,” explains Alice, ‘“‘that 
the art of monologue will once more be 
popular.” 

A friend recently visited the home of 
Miss Reinheart and while waiting for 
her appearance was amazed to hear 
Alice’s voice coming from an adjoining 
room. Her voice floated through the 
apartment in a constant drone, high and 
low. It sounded like three or four Alice 
Reinharts talking to one another. 

“Just practising my monologue,” Alice 
explained to the puzzled guest later. 
“If they don’t have room for a full cast 
on the television screens, you can bet 
they’ll have room for at least one mono- 
logist.” 

That’s Alice Reinheart—thinking two 
or three years in the future. She didn’t 
stop experimenting when she finally 
solved the problem of toning down the 
highlights of her face. Now she is work- 
ing on her clothes, figuring out the 
kinds of fabric that will screen well. 
She wants to wear clothes that will not 
be too flashy on the screen.

Many a time in the past year or 
two a million or two-million-dollar 
picture has come to the screen, and 
almost as many times there has been 
question as to whether the fiddler 
was worth his pay. 

But with “Lloyds of London,” 
Twentieth Century-Fox’ most am- 
bitious undertaking since prosperity 
returned to the industry, there can 


be little question. Both to producer 
and the world audience it should be 
worth every penny of its cost. It is 
grand entertainment. 

“Lloyds of London” is the story 
of a great and loyal friendship and 
@ great love told against-the back- 
ground of the history and opera- 
tions of the tremendous combine 
which makes up Lloyds and the his- 
tory of England in the quarter cen- 
tury ending with the Battle of 
‘Trafalgar. 

The friendship is of two English 
boys, Jonathan Blake, nephew of a 
Slatternly tavernkeeper, and Horatio 
Nelson, son of a straight-laced per- 
son. Jonathan becomes a dominant 
figure in Lloyds; Horatio becomes 
Lord Nelson, savior and idol of Eng- 
land in the Napoleonic Age. 

The love is of Jonathan and Lady 
Elizabeth Stacy, wife of a despicable 
dandy who has a hereditary title 
and a character that is lousy. This 
love is peculiarly parallel to the true 
story of Lord Nelson and Lady Ham- 
ilton, except that the screen love of 
Jonathan and Lady Elizabeth 
triumphs in the final fade-out. 

The story of Lloyds is fiction 
based on fact. The name comes 
from one Edward Lloyd, in whose 
coffee house insurance syndicates 
met to underwrite British shipping. 
There ships were put up for sale. 
There news was received, news of 
safe arrivals and news of disasters 
at sea. It was the heart of British 
insurance and, for that matter, of 
the British merchant marine. 

Into Lloyds comes the boy Jona- 
than, to tell of an insurance fraud 
plot which he had overheard in his 
aunt’s tavern. There he _ stays, 
learning the business, contributing 
to it, until he becomes head of the 
most successful syndicate in the 


oup. 

Into his career are written the 
developments which have resulted 
in Lloyds underwriting everything 
from the possibility of twins to the 
$36,000,000 San Francisco Bay bridge 
—a story which would be tremen- 
dously interesting infact, which is 


dramatic and absorbing in fiction. 
And always there is the added 
drama of Jonathan’s loyalty to Nel- 
son and his love for Elizabeth. 


It is a remarkably facile piece of 
screen dramatization, for which 
credit goes to Curtis Kenyon, who 
created the story, and Ernest Pascal 
and Walter Ferris, who wrote the 
screen play and dialog. 


“Lloyds of London” is likely to be 
the greatest star maker of the year, 
for in its cast are players who here- 
tofore were practically unknown. 
Heading the list is Tyronne Power, 
son of a great actor of another day. 
As Jonathan grown up he turns in 
a fine performance and reveals a 
screen personality which should 
take him into the ranks of the stars. 

Another is Virginia Field, a young 
English actress who has done a few 
unimportant: roles in unimportant 
pictures. She makes outstanding 
her role of a coffee house waitress 
who is in love, hopelessly, with 
Jonathan. Besides being a capable 
performer, she is quite something to 
look at. | 

Another name, Douglas Scott, is 
added to the list of the screen's 
child stars.

As the 
boy Jonathan he has opportunities 
nearly equal to those of “Copper- 
field” and he does equally well with 
them. 

For Miss Carroll (my personal se- 
lection, as the 10, no, 100 most beau- 
tiful women on earth) the role of 
Lady Elizabeth is the best she has 
in American pictures. Its costumes 
bring out her exquisite loveliness 
and its dramatic strength reveals 
an emotional warmth which has 
been repressed in some other roles. 
Too, she is photographed better 
than ever before. 

(A reviewer has a right to be both 
rhapsodic and incoherent about at 
least one actress, and I'll defend my 
rights to the death in the case of 
Miss Carroll.) 

Sir Guy Standing has his best role 
since “Lives of a Bengal Lancer” 
as the kindly and powerful under- 
writer who takes Jonathan into 
Lloyds. And C. Aubrey Smith Se: 
pears as an engagingly bawdy old 
nobleman who takes more than 
passing interest in the pretty waiut- 
ress of the coffee house. 

Others who have minor but out- 
standing parts are J. M. Kerrigan, 
Una O’Connor, Miles Mander, Rob- 
ert Grieg, E. E. Clive, Murray Kin- 
nell and John Burton. Burton, as 
Lord Nelson, appears but briefly, in 
a scene of the Battle of Trafalgar, 
though Nelson is a dominant influ- 
ence through the story.

Exciting and dramatic picture of 
Wild Bill Hickok and the West after 
the Civil War. Recommended. De- 
Mille-Paramount.

Spectacular in the DeMille tradi- 
tion but more entertaining than the 
usual epic, “The Plainsman” is one 
of the more notable of the 63 pic- 
tures produced and directed by Cecil 
B. DeMille. 

It is a western without the west- 
ern formula. There are no cattle 


rustlers, no half-breeds, no sheriffs. 
But there is a dramatic story of one 
of the men who helped make the 
Great Plains safe for plows and 
politicians—Wild Bill Hickok. 

The story condenses the period 
from Lincoln’s’ assassination to 
about 1875. At the close of the war, 
arms manufacturers had on their 
hands thousands of repeating rifles 
and no legitimate market in which 
to sell them. Unscrupulous men 
sold them to Indians, and the result 
was the bloody uprisings which 
brought on such tragedies as the 
annihilation of Custer and his men. 

The fight against the Indians 
hinged greatly on the frontier 
scouts such as Hickok and Buffalo 
Bill Cody, then a young man with 
a bride fresh from the east. It is 
this fight and the efforts to wipe 
out white gun runners which con- 
stitute the cloth of the picture; the 
romance, of Hickok and Calamity 
Jane Canary, is embroidery. 

One fighting sequence in which 
hundreds of Indian horses charge 
down a shallow river comes close to 
equaling the clashing spectacle of 
the charge in “The Charge of the 
Light Brigade.” ‘There is another 
thrilling though brief battle se- 
quence in Custer’s last stand. 

The picture is a fine example of 
modern screen technique, particu- 
larly in its use of process shots— 
shots in which scenes ee oe 
outdoors are projected on a trans- 
parent screen in the studio and re- 
photographed along with the action 
of players working in front of the 
screen. For the major battle scenes, 
the Indians were photographed in 
Montana and Wyoming. The white 
men fighting them. were photo- 
graphed at the Paramount studio 
in Hollywood. 

Like all DeMille pictures, “The 
Plainsman” is filled with authentic 
detail. Whether the picture is his- 
tory or not, its costumes, locale and 
customs are correct. One scene, for 
instance, points out the fact that 
not Horace Greeley but a Terra 
Haute editor named Soule coined 
the famous phrase, “Go west, young 
man, go west.” Another establishes 
that the first man to smoke cigareis 
in the west was a rasite named 
Jack McCall. Another reproduced 
the main street of Deadwood as the 
town really looked at the time, witn 
great piles of logs in the street to 
provide lumber for building. So far 
as little details are concerned, a 
DeMille picture is as informative as 
an encyclopedia. 

Gary Cooper, the finest western 
type on the screen since Bill Hart, 
plays the role of Wild Bill Hickok. 
The part is cut so close to his meas- 
ure that he never gives the impres- 
sion that he is acting. He is as nat- 
ural as he was in “Mr. Deeds Goes 
to Town,” in which he gave one of 
the year’s best performances. 

So far as performance goes, S€c- 
ond place goes to Porter Hall as 
Jack McCall, the craven who finall 
kills Hickok with a shot in the bac 
because he is told that “the man 
who kills Hickok will be the biggest 
man in the west.” 

Jean Arthur is a very lovely and 
very much whitewashed C _— 
Jane—the character of the origina 
Canary wench would never do for 
the screen. But in &pite of white 
washing, there is s considerable 
verve and strength in the character. 

James Ellison, a young man who 
has been featured in a number of 
westerns. makes an excellent y 
Buffalo Bill, and Charles Bickfor 
is outstanding (as usual) as the 
heavy, the man who sells guns to 
the Indians. 

Helen Burgess, @ young actress 
whom DeMille cast after seeing her 
in the Paramount restaurant, is im- 
pressive as young Cody’s bride. 

Among others in the cast are Paul 
Harvey and Victor Varconi as In- 
dian chiefs, John Miljan as Custer 
Frank McGlynn Sr. as Lincoln, and 
Frank Albertson. Albertson plays 
convincingly the role common to all 
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year ago Fox and Twentieth cen- 
tury were merged largely because 
Fox executives wanted Zanuck as 
head of production. This picture, 
for which Zanuck was responsible, 
explains why. 
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war pictures, of a young soldier 
whose nerve breaks under the strain 
of battle. 

With “The’ Plainsman” DeMille 
proves that he is still the “old mas- 
ter” of Hollywood. He knows all the 
answers, the bricks by which both 
hokum and fact are turned into en- 
tertainment and, in turn, into big 
receipts at the box office. In his 
quarter of a century in pictures he 
has missed few bets, and he misses 
few here. He even gets in a plu 
for his next picture, “Samson an 
Delilah.”

To back up the theory that he 
had been slain near his home, the 
Indiana authorities mentioned the 
iron bar which had been found with 
the headless torso. This bar, they 
Said, had been removed from the 
gate leading to his home. He must 
have been struck with this bar in 
front of the house, then shot. 

That he had been struck with 
something had to be admitted, in 
view of the broken nose, etc. 


Meanwhile, the Cincinnati police 
had been trying to find out what 
happened to Captain Miller’s hoard 
of securities, which apparently had 
disappeared. 

The story reached them that a 
stranger had contacted Roy C. Nel- 
son, president of Nelson Browning 
Company, local brokers, dnd tried to 
sell a block of securities, including 
some excellent railroad stocks. As 
Miller had owned railroad stocks, 
Lieutenant Schattle telephoned Nel- 
son at Miami, Fla., where the broker 
was vacationing, and asked him 
about this matter. 

Nelson described the customer as 
being 5 feet 10 inches tall, slender, 
dark, and about 40 years old. The 
only person who seemed to fill this 
description was Florence Miller's 
chauffeur, Heber Hicks, familiarly 
known as Jimmy. 

Hicks, it developed, had been a 
bit wayward in his youth. In 1918, 
at the age of 17, he had choked to 
death a young widow, Mrs. Joey 
Vance Sparks, at Clay, Ky., cut off 
her fingers to obtain two rings, and 
then buried the body behind a liv- 
ery barn. Being a mere child, he 
had escaped the death penalty, and 
after 11 years had been loosed upon 
the world again via a pardon. 

Now a picture of Hicks was shown 
to Broker Nelson in Miami. “That's 
the man,” he said at once. 

And so we come to Mr. 


He said that on the llth of June 
he reported for work at Miss Miller's 
home at about 10 a. m., left at noon 
to eat lunch, returned at 2 and re- 
mained until 4. That evening he 
took his employer to Keith’s to see 
“Bullets or Ballots.” After the show 
they went home. 

The next day, he continued, Miss 
Miller went with him to visit his 
mother in Kentucky. They spent 
the day there, and then Miss Miller 
decided she would like to take a 
drive. They went to Dayton, Ohio.

names. They returned to Cincin- 
nati the next day, he said. 

Miss Miller told much the same 
story. She agreed on the name of 
the film they had seen but thought 
they had seen it at the Lyric the- 
ater. 

Despite these alibis, the Kentucky 
authorities issued murder warrants

for Hicks and Miss Miller. The war- 
rants were taken to Cincinnati by 
Deputy Bakes, along with four John 
Doe warrants issued at the same 
time on the theory that Hicks and 
Miller had hired assassins to do 
the job. 

Meanwhile, several Indiana of- 
ficers visited the victim’s home in 
New Trenton. While they were 
there Miss Miller drove up, accom- 
panied by Hicks and Mrs. Laura 
Kuss, a cousin of Miss Miller. And 
soon afterward Bakes arrived with 
two Covington, Ky., detectives. 

Mrs. Kuss went up to the house 
to ask the officers to move their cars 
so they could drive in. Bakes went 
down to the road.

As he approached Miss Miller’s 
car, Hicks started to drive off. The 
Kentucky officer stopped him, then 
took him and Miss Miller up to the 
house. The three visitors were 
separated and questioned, and then 
were taken to Brookville, the Frank- 
lin county seat, where Indiana au- 
thorities declined to honor the Ken-

It is to have, at the tips 
of her fingers, everything that has been 
on the network since it first went on 
the air. She has very adequate fingers, 
since every word—including some of the 
cuss words that have caused a shuddery 
moment or two—are right there. 

The way it works is this: The 22 or 
so girls working for Miss Law type 
every program that goes on the air. 
That means everything, too. Foreign 
programs are recorded—even if they are 
heard at 5 in the morning, like the 
late King George’s Silver Jubilee broad- 
cast last year—then transcribed for the 
files; and even speeches that have al- 
ready been entered are watched on the 
chance that the speaker might get sore 
or excited and wander from his script. 

Miss Law says the work is interest- 
ing, even though it might appear me- 
chanical. All the programs like to have 
their scripts typed a special way and 
announcers like David Ross are espe- 
cially particular about the legibility of 
the type they must read. 

The copyists usually know about new 
programs and changes long before any- 
one else in radio does; and the depart- 
ment is particularly pleased with the 
fact that information it had has never 
leaked out. Miss Law has a lot of it 
right now. One, for instance, is that 
a@ program that was darn popular in 
1931 is being refurbished for a showing. 

She agrees that there are probably 
lots of marvelous shows stowed away 
in her files; but she won't tell what the 


name of the 1931 program is. Only 
the initials. They're “M. P.” Can you 
guess?

CONTENTIONS: Our favorite pro- 
gram on the air.right now is that of 
Bing Crosby over NBC. We like it, 
and we like to say why. Rarely, we 
think, has radio achieved the pure 
charm of the show—and though it 
might be all Crosby’s doing, we are 
inclined to direct a great share of the 
credit toward the producer of the 
program. 

The thing that attracts us is the 
feeling that the program is not being 
done to entertain, but that = several 
amusing and enormously engaging 
people have dropped in for an hour or 
so and are terribly sorry, but they 
must run along when the time’s up. 
On the few occasions when it has dis- 
appointed, it has been because a guest 
artist without that faculty of lazy 
good humor has been asked to enter 
into the casual spirit. 

The more friendly a radio program 
is, the more popular. Certainly, that 
is the secret of Jack Benny’s present 
rating as top presentation, and we are 
inclined to think that Majocr Bowes 
had some of that sitting room friend- 
liness in his earlier shows. In fact, 
we might even go on record as sug- 
gesting that Benny's show would be 
even more popular were it not neces- 
sary for him to crack a joke. 

The rest of the big programs have 
the quality in varying degrees. Fred 
Allen, who is pretty obviously being 
funny during the first half of his 
broadcast, becomes warm and human 
during the second half, and immeas- 
urably funnier. Good Will Court 
might have it were it not for the fact 
that you occasionally get the queazy 
feeling that comes when you hear a 
neighbor beating his children.
